villa ions soon after birth. 
In a num­ 
ber of instances tin* paralysis was not 
min ii noticeable until eight mouth* or 
so ofter birth. 
In cutting lnt*> the heads of a largo 
proportion of flu* cases the surgeon 
found cy sts, which had to he removed. 
Sometimes

puzzling, and Iii e v e n case Where a 
hemorrhage 
was 
suspected 
as

cause of the hi mptoms the eye signs 
iv ere investigated, aud tin exam ina­ 
tion was uiade of the spinal fluid to 
corroborate the diagnosis. 
Little ones who before the knife e x ­ 
plored their skulls wen* incapable of 
speech or even of locom otion or move­ 
ments o f Die arms were able to talk 
aud laugh aud run backward and for­ 
ward and hold their arms up above 
their heads like normal children. 
Out* of tin* children, a boy, who be­ 
fore the operation couldn't walk o r talk 
Intelligibly, now goes Hoven blocks to 
school twice a day. 
One little child tin t formerly wa* 
alw ays huddled up, with its head lieut 
down a l m o s t to its feet, trotted proud­ 
ly before tin* surgeons, some of whom 
stood on chairs iii order to get a better 
view. 
In none of the cases shown at the 
meeting had there I (cen any convul­ 
sions or backward sym ptom s since tin* 
use of th* knife. 
Out of over 170 op­ 
erations, according to the Polyclinic 
professor,

for them, 
Including e x ­ 
treme emaciation in a number of In­ 
stances when the skull was cut open, 
One of the children was a boy of 
twelve, who, from being a helpless 
paralytic, had been taught by Dr. Bes* 
M. Mensendteck to use ©ne muscle aft­ 
er another until he ha* dually got al­ 
most as much control over himself as 
a professional athlete.

teaching him 'vent on dally for more 
than six months. 
The boy was stripped, and then on 
a mat he went through practically all 
the contortions of a wrestler, bending 
his body back ward, forward, sideways, 
tw isting his trunk, raising his arms, 
flexing his legs and rising from Hie 
mat by Hie use only of bis leg muscles.
